REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the amendments have 
overcome the rejections of the previous office action. Specifically, Iida does not disclose a paper 
separating finger wherein it is the weight of the paper-separating finger that is the only force 
which urges the paper-separating finger into abutting engagement with the photosensitive body. 
Iida discloses a spring. It would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have 
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modified Iida to include a finger which would have a weight that would urge the finger into 
contact with the photosensitive body, yet still be able to be moved put of contact with the 
photosensitive body by the single sheet of paper. Therefore, the claims are allowed.
